The lift station is necessary be- 
cause of the low land east of the 
tracks.

In addition another $52,- 
100 would be needed for a sewer 
main along Anita street and North 
avenue to the lift station. 

Financing of the Oakwood Knolls 
project would be a special assess- 
ment bond issue with people in that 
area paying the costs.

Tabled a Month; 
Tax Levy Okayed 

Four bids on the improving of 
Ida avenue, including curbs, gutters, 
pavement and storm sewer, were 
tabled after being opened at a meet- 
ing of the Antioch village board 
Tuesday evening. 

Submitting offers on the work 
were Skokie Valley Asphalt Co. of 
Waukegan, who bid $29,569; Eric 
Bolander of Libertyville, 128,820; 
Liberty Asphalt Construction Co. of 
Grayslake, $29,400, and Lakeland 
Construction Co. of McHenry, $27,- 
961.30. 

Bids were referred to village en- 
gineer David Miller and a village 
board committee for study and then 
lt was voted to table the bids. 

The engineer's estimate on the 
work was about $22,000. 

It was believed that some changes 
in the specifications for the job 
could be made to lower the bidding 
prices. 

In other action Tuesday night, the 
board passed a tax levy ordinance 
to raise $48,950, including $31,050 
for the general fund. 

The total also includes $7,000 for 
streets, and bridges, $6,200 for fire 
protection, $2,600 for bond indebted-'' 
ness, and $2,000 for social security.

The story goes that when Wauke- 
sha installed a water main from 
that community some 40 or 60 miles 
north of Antioch through this vil- 
lage on its way to Chicago that 
Antioch might "tap" it for its water 
supply. 

One story that goes the rounds 
here is that some people, at least, 
were going to connect with the 
main and thereby obtain .some of 
the famous water that was here on 
its way to the Chicago Fa^folNhe 
MOO'S. % 

Waukesha vowed it would furnish 
its then (as now) famous \drhiking 
water for those at the World's fair 
that wished what the Wisconsin 
town called "better water than you 
could find in the Windy City."' 

The main went down what is now 
Main street of Antioch and if you 
dig in the right places you will still 
find the pipe. 

Antioch village crews have come 
across it now and then, one . time 
being not so long ago when digging 
up Main street near the high school. 

Then they were looking for the 



'village's own water main. But 
what showed instead or at least the 
first water pipe that appeared, was 
the Waukesha line.

NEEDLESS TO SAY if Antioch 
either as a village or individuals 
had obtained water from this Wau- 
kesha main, this small village in 
northern Illinois might have ranked 
in some respects to New York city 
and other cities. 

No, we don't mean it would com- 
pare in population or even in area, 
but it might compare to these large 
cities in the realm of obtaining its 
water supply from a long distance 
from town.

pansion, the water main, the lift 
station and the Anita avenue to 
sewage plant sewer line would be 
the entire village. 

Villoge board members pointed 
out that the water main mentioned 
would supply Oakwood Knolls Sub- 
division, North avenue area and 
Anita avenue industrial district 
with more volume and higher pres- 
sure.

use a real telephone to call friends 
and relatives." 

When Ghet Wadsworth, assistant 
manager of the Veterans hospital 
presented the award for the sugges- 
tion to Mrs. Gerards he stated: 

"This suggestion is particularly 
appreciated for it is another method 
of helping the long-term mental 
patient to help himself." 

Mrs. Gerards has been employed 
at Downey* since December 1954. 
She resides with her husband, Franz 
Gerards, on Route 173, two miles 
west of Antioch.
